Today 
is the day when the King in state pro cession vas to have gone before his 
people, whereas the people are today coming to the home of the King in 
anxious tones asking: "Is his majesty better?" 


The anxiety caused by an official bulletin issued at 11 o'clock last night 


in which it was stated that his majes ty's wound was causing pain, was 
somewhat set at rest by another reas suring bullein posted at Buckingham 
palace this morning. 
This bulletin reads: 


"His majesty bad a fair night with some settled sleep. His appetite is 


improved and his wound much more c omfortable. On the whole the king's 
condition is attended with less anxiety. 
(Signed.)

Mark Twain discovered this 


side of his character long ago. 
There 


are also a sense of justice, close sym- 
pathy with humanity and a disposition 
not to intrude his royal birth into the 
ordinary affairs of life which have 
made him known as a good fellow in 
the best sense of the term. 


There is a story told by James Mil- 


ler of Oakland, Gal., which illustrates 
the manly spirit of Edward. In the 
early days when tbe prince was a boy 
Mr. Miller lived in old Porto Bolo, the 
famous little Scotch pottery town on 
the south coast of the Firth of Forth. 
One clay when Mr. Miller -went out to 
ride on a little donkey he overtook the 
prince on the roadside, and out of the 
meeting grew a dispute which re- 
sulted in Mr. Miller being pulled from 
liis mount by Edward. 
"Whereupon 


tbe future king of England was sound- 
ly thrashed in bojish fashion by the 
unrelenting commoner. 


Edward, however, cherished no re- 


sentment against his youthful cbas- 
tiser, for when both grew up and it 
came to the prince's ears that Mr. Mil- 
ler was in financial difficulty the first 
helping band was extended to him by 
the Prince of Wales. 


Edward never hesitated to right a 


wrong unconsciously done. Before he 
became king he was a familiar figure 
in Paris, and among his friends was 
the actress Rejane. 
Kot long ago, 


when he was at Hamburg, Rejane 
bowed to the king as he passed and 
received only a cold stare in response. 
In some way the oversight was called 
to the attention of the king, and the 
Duke of Cambridge was dispatched 
immediately to find Rejane and, bring 
her into the roval presence. When the 
actress arrived, tbe king made humble 
apology for his atisentmindedness 'and 
talked in French with her for an hour. 
"When she arose to Depart, h? said: -, 


"Things have changed, you know, 


since we last met. I'don't know when 
I shall see yo'u 'again, "but whenever 
ybu come to London Jier majesty the 
'queen aud.,1 will be, among the .sincere 
'admirers of your performance." 


Edward learned to' play American 


poker during his tour'of the United 
States, and thereafter he was fond of 
indulging in a game of draw with no 
particular limit. Usually the Ameri- 
can cmbassador formed one of the par- 
ty which the ^king gathered around 
him for a game. TTherc ia-a story told 
of a game in which the king as Prince 
of Wales and Anselm Rothschild en- 
gaged, during which they drove every- 
body out of the play and boosted each 
other with £100 bets until there was 
£•10,000 in the jackpot. Rothschild won 
the pot. But the prince's nerve was 
so magnificent that Schenck, then 
American minister to the court of St. 
James, arose after the showdown and 
declared he had never seen anything in 
a. long experience in the States to equal 
it. 


"I have the nerve," replied the prince, 


with a smile, "but you will observe 
that Rothschild has tbe jackpot." 


This rebuke to an actress who was 


guilty of undue familiarity with the 
prince at a bazaar in London in which 
his aid was invoked is vouched for by 
a London paper: During his visit to 
the bazaar the prince stopped at one 
of the booths and asked for a cup of 
ten. The actress, emboldened by- the 
opportunity to make some capital for 
herself, drank from the cup first and 
then handed it to the prince, saying: 


"Now the cup of tea is worth 5 


guineas." 


The prince gravely paid the price, 


drank tbe tea and then, passing the 
cup back, said: 


"Now 
will you please give me a 


fresh cup'-" 


During his tour of America the party 


stopped at Dwigbt, 111., where some 
shooting was indulged in. After tbe 
sport a luncheon was served at the 
hotel in the town. Among the official 
party was the then mayor of Chicago. 
Just before dinner was announced tbe 
mayor approached Wales and, slapping 
him familiarly on the back, exclaimed: 


"Well, prince, shall we go upstairs 


and wash?"

The prince was strolling in St. James 


park early one morning when be found

"Ah, madam." replied the prince, im- 


itating the German accent, "dese is 
not ze first time I was taken for ze 
Prince of Vales." 


The old lady was nonplused for a 


moment. 
Quickly recovering herself, 


however, she apologized and said: 


"I have the honor to have known all 


the royal family, and if my eyesight 
were not becoming bad I should not 
have nr.iiic such nn astonishing error 
as to tnke you for the prince." 


The prince was n guest at the wed- 


dinr, of the daughter of the Earl of 


Rosebery In 1800. 
On the way to tfie 


earl's home Wales' 
carriage was 


blocked by the crowd. While it stood 
in the dense.throng two colter girls 
peered into the window, and, catching 
sight of tbe prince, o-ie of the girls 
cried: 


"Chise me hif you don't look nice, 


Hedward." 


The prince uncoveied and laughed 


heartily. 


Dr. Parker, a Lomli/n preacher, de- 


nounced the prince's penchant for 
horse racing and card pU ;. ing one Sun- 
day. When Wales' attention 
was 


called to the"'fact, he said, with groat 
amusement: 


"Friend, let Dr. Pprker live his life. 


I will live mine." 


During a tour ot Wales upon one 


occasion the prince -united a printing 
bliop \siieib a linotype iu.ii.imiu ^a» iu 
use. Much to the mortification of the 
proprietor of the shop the operator of 
the machine was ab'-fiit when the 
royal visitor arrived, and he was im- 
mediately discharged, hater, the oper- 
ator, Charles Williams b> name, wrote 
to the prince, expresbin;: Ms regret that 
he was not on hand M Ucn the prince 
arrived, and telling ot Ms misfortune, 
whereupon Wales at once wrote tc 
Williams' employer 
icquestiug the 


man's reinstatement. 


On April 3, 1900, an anarchist at- 


tempted the life of the prince in the 
Brussels station. The prince showed 
his courage upon this occasion. 
He 


never lost his presence of mind, and 
after ascertaining th.it tbe princess 
was unharmed iuquned if the pistol 
had been loaded with ball cartridges. 
When informed in the affirmative, be 
smiled and begged that the assailant, 
who was a mere boy, be not treated too 
severely.

Edward has worn on his right wrist 


for years a bracelet which was for 
rnerly the property of the ill fated Em- 
peror Maximilian of Mexico.

"KhakTis the bestr-material yet found 


for army uniforms: It is very service- 
able. I predict that'the time will come 
when civilians "will -wear it as common- 
ly as they do v, oolehs. Khaki is made 
of canvas, crossed with wool. The Eng- 
lish and Chinese cloth is just now the 
best. The English manufacturers have 
had longer experience than our deal- 
ers, because khaki has been used for 
years in Indian regiments. Khaki 
just heavy enough to meet all the re- 
quirements for war in tropical coun- 
tries. It is of a dead grass color and 
so reduces to a notable degree the lia 
bility of a man being shot in battle. Of 
course the general use of this material 
will take away from the army its spec- 
tacular side, a change which our worn 
en will hardly welcome. But war at 
best is a hard trade, and our men, 
dressed for hard work, will be able to 
prosecute it with more success by be- 
ing sensibly clothed.

Entertaining In the Latest Mode. 
Refresco DC Fina and Other Cuban 
Dishes Popular With Roosevelt. 
Corn beef hash bids fair to be the 


administration dish, says a Washing- 
ton dispatch to the Chicago Itecord-

statesman these days at luncheon or 
breakfast, one of the dishes should be 
the homely but nourishing corn beef 
hash. Senator Hanna introduced this 
Jelicacy to his confreres at a breakfast 
given to President Roosevelt, and its 
'ame went through the land.. Senator 
Banna's chef prepares his hash ac- 
cording to the following recipe: 


Equal parts of boiled prime corn beef 


and potatoes are prepared. The beef is 
chopped as fine as possible, the soft, 
mealy potatoes are cut into tiny cubes. 
A small onion is minced to add flavor 
to the mass, and tae dishes are rubbed 
with a head of garlic. Another garlic- 
head is wrapped in a piece of the fat 
and thrown into the center of the 
mass. The whole is then .mixed, thor- 
oughly and nicely browned in a big 
skillet or frying pan. During this op- 
eration disks of Bermuda onions, cut 
so that each round shows every ring 
of the onion, are thrown into a deep 
dish of pure lard and browned deli- 
cately. When these disks are crisp, 
they are used to garnish the edge of 
the platter, and the hash is served, gar- 
nished with parsley or herbs and the 
usual condiment is a squeeze of a 
lemon. 


Prepared in this way corn beef hash 


Is said to be very dainty and appetiz- 
ing. 
It is a survival of the days when 


the beef scandal agitated the country. 
A coterie of army officers first pre- 
pared the dish for Senator Hanna, 
using canned corn beef for a basis.- It 
was served as a convincing argument 
that canned corn beef was not only 
nourishing, but palatable. 
Senator 


Hanna lixed up a dish according to 
the army recipe and served it to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt as a delicate reminder 
of his rough rider days. Since then it 
has taken vogue, and now it is the 
proper thing to bring on a dish of 
corn beef, hash all&<Hanna whenever 
one wishes.to entertain big people. 


The Spanish-American war is also 


responsible for a new summer dainty. 
It is known, as xefresco de pitta. A suffi- 
cient number of pineapples ar^selept-, 


t§d and peeled. 
nWith a (strong silver; 
fork the pulp js then' drawn away' 
from'the -core. Carte shonld-'be taken1 
that- the pineapple is shredded rvery 
finely. A deep cut glass,dish is then 
taken, and layers of finely^ cracked ice 
and pineapple are placed therein.' Pow- 
dered sugar is sprinkled over the dish, 
and then the juice of two lemons to 
each pineapple is squeezed, over all. 
A dash of rum may be effectively add- 
ed at the moment of squeezing the 
lemons if the taste delights in that 
Savor. The dainty should be served 
before the ice melts and may be 
brought in in place of a water ice or 
ice cream. It is also a cooling and re- 
freshing dainty to offer while loung- 
ing around on the porticoes during a 
sweltering day. This is a favorite Cu- 
ban refreshment, and returning "ad- 
vance guards of civilization" are loud 
in its praise.. 


President Roosevelt and General 


Wood are fond of Cuban dishes, and 
while they wore keeping bachelor hall 
at the White House they gave several 
quiet but jolly little breakfasts. Re- 
membering Senator Hanna's lavish 
praise of refresco de pina. they Intro- 
duced this dainty in lieu of fruit to 
begin the morning meal. They also had 
hot tamales and tortillos. Senator 
Lodge was invited to one of these early 
feasts, and the genial speaker of the 
house was also one of the guests. The 
president is fond of watercress and 
also likes a nasturtium salad for his 
breakfast. Unlike many men of mar- 
tial instincts, he does not indulge in a 
"tonic" of any description before his 
breakfast 
He eats rather a hearty 


meal for the first in the day and inva- 
riably drinks coffee. At luncheon the 
president always drinks claret, and 
sometimes, if he has a guest, he adds 
sauterne. He takes a bitters before 
luncheon, and this is the first in\igo- 
rator of the day! 


Amateur cooking is quite the rage 


since Senator Ilanna set the ball roll- 
ing by his corn beef hash breakfast 
Every legislator and official now in- 
vites his special friend to the subur- 
ban clubs and a dish is prepared ac- 
cording to the host's favorite recipe. 
Some quote the president on the prep- 
aration of fi?h and game in the camp, 
and it is said that the president's new 
book, soon to be issued, contains some 
recipes on these interesting topics. Peo- 
ple in Washington recall the days told 
of by the oldest inhabitant when Hen- 
ry Clay and Daniel Webster and the 
giants of that period met at Hancock's 
and vied with each other in preparing 
Lucullian repasts. President Harri- 
son was famous for a salad recipe, and 
President Cleveland achieved fame as 
the originator of the best sherry cob- 
bler ever imbibed in Washington.

Encland-s Share the Mo«t Valuable 


on the Dark Continent. 


By the surrender of the Boers Eng- 


land gets an undisputed title to 1C7,- 
4G5 square miles of new territory, the 
area being 11,000 square miles greater 
than that of the state of California, 
says the Chicago Record-Herald. This, 
however, Is only a small part of the 
British South African possessions, 
which now contain perhaps 900,000 
square miles, but the tract is one of the 
most valuable on the continent, and its 
acquisition does away with a dividing 
carrier that might prove a formidable 
obstacle in some political emergency. 


Throughout Africa the English hold- 


ings and "spheres" now aggregate more 
than 3,000,000 square miles and ex- 
ceed the continuous continental terri- 
tory of the United States. Of the oth- 
er European nations France has claims 
about as vast, but some 2,000,000 
square miles of her African territory 
are in the desert of Sahara, and her 
sovereignty over this sandy waste is 
poorly established. 


Germany and Portugal have -each 


about 900,000 square miles, and so has 
Belgium if the Kongo Free State be 
marked off to that country. Spanish 
Africa consists of some 252,000 square 
miles, Italian Africa of 88,000. Tripoli, 
which is tributary to Turkey, comes 
near to 400,000 square miles. 


England has an advantage not only 


in the size of her possessions, but in 
their character. She has more territory 
than any' other nation that is habitable 
for white men and controls what are 
now the greatest diamond fields and 
gold regions in the world. She bas also 
a more direct control over the districts' 
credited to her than have most of the 
other countries over their districts. 
But on all the claims there are large 
numbers of natives who have still to 
be reckoned with. The partition has 
been exclusively n European affair.

OUR WOMEN THEIR MODELS 


Native Filipino Women Imitating 


Them In -Dress and Manners. 


An army officer who has just returned 


from the Philippines says the native 
women are imitating the American 
women, schoolteachers and wives of 
army officers, in the matter of dress, 
personal adornment and manners. Dur- 
ing the last year a great change of this 
nature has been observed among the 
native women who have been thrown 
into contact with the Americanos, 
says the New York Tribune. The Phil- 
ippine "women now insist not only up- 
on having more clothes, but better 
clothes, and the result js a marked im- 
-proyement in their average personal 
appearance.

Paraffin Shield Fonnd to Prevent 


Burning of the Skin. 


Dr. J. Mount Bleyer of New York 


announces a discovery regarding the 
use of X rays that does away with the 
injurious effects of a prolonged appli- 
cation of the rays. He has found, ac- 
cording to the New York Tribune, that 
a paraffin coating one eighth of an 
inch in thickness which is applied to 
that part of the person on which the 
rays are directed prevents burrs. Pro- 
longed application of the X rays, such 
as is necessary in treatment of cancer 
and tuberculosis, has been found to re- 
sult in so called virulent burns. Be- 
cause these burns do not develop till 
several days after the application it 
has been a theory that they are due to 
secondary infection and that the rays 
drive dust floating in the air into the 
skin of the patient. Thesa- particles 
carry inoculation. 


Acting on this theory, Dr. Bleyer, by 


experiment, found that paraffin would 
catch and hold the virulent particles 
which were carried by the X rays. 


Various other efforts have been made 


to prevent irritation from the stmos- 
pheric impact produced by the Ront- 
gea discharge. An aluminium screen 
has been often employed. But the dis- 
advantage of this and similar devices 
is that a screen of such material robs 
the rays of three-fourths of their effi- 
ciency. The paraffin coating permits 
the uninterrupted current, but stops 
the flow of alien particles.

BOER FORCES IN THE WAR. 


Commandant Kemp Sayn There TVere 


5O,OOO In the Beginning. 


A dispatch from Kimberley, Griqua- 


land West, dated Monday, June 10, to 
the Washington Star, says: Comman- 
dant Kemp, General Delarey's lieuten- 
ant, who surrender' d at 
Mafcking 


June 11, has arrived here. In an inter- 
view the other day IK- gave some int' r- 
esting figures regarding the war. He 
raid that about oO.OvJ Boers were in 
tho field nt the otitv't and that only 
1,500 out of 5,000 men available fought 
at Colenso, where the Boer losses were 
not heavy. At Spion Kop, where the 
British suffered so rnich, the Boers 
had only fifty-three nu n killed. In one 
of the fights outc!i!c Ladysmith the 
Boers had fifty-six ni«-:i killed and over 
100 wounded. Their losses were heav- 
ier at Branksprnit ami Vlakfontein. 


The Boers were of u n worried by the 


British shrapnel a:nl lyddite fire, but 
when intrenched they did rat fear the 
shells. Members of ii'<- Boer forces of- 
ten managed to get u.to Johannesburg, 
Krnger«dorp and Pretoria, procuring 
valuable information, and frequently 
crossed the bio-kf-ouce lines at night. 
Commandant K>:'ij> <''J not allow the 
Bo^rs of his coin man I to wear khaki, 
the British uniform.

city. 


"It was not my business to com- 


municate to any but the commanding

canal in a naphtha launch was a feat 
accomplished recently by a party of 
amateur explorers under the guidance 
of Captain William Coales of New 
York. 


"It was a great canal trip and one I 


did not expect to take," said Captain 
Coales the other day to a reporter of 
the New York Times. "1 saw more 
queer sights than were ever set down 
m the reports made to the governments 
of the various countries interested in 
the isthmian caual problem. We saw 
wi!d nathes, crocodiles, and in the 
jungle on either side of the canal the 
tropical growth was just crowded with 
cranes and Kirge herons, all of beauti- 
ful plumage. 


"The way we came to make the trip 


was peculmr. Tifty \ears ago 1 went 
on a journey around Cape Horn to San 
Francisco. \Ve went iu a clipper, and 
it took o-^er three mouths. 1 thought 
on the fiftieth anniversary of that trip 
that 1 would go down and cross the 
isthmus and then come up to Sail 
Francisco. I went oa the steamer Ori- 
zaba in April, ana when we got to 
Colon 1 met some joung fellows; and in 
talking about sea trips ore of them 
eaid: 'Why. there is an o!d naphtha 
launch belon^in:; to Wardl.uv. Say we 
ng it up and taLe a trip up the Panama 
caual.' 


"I Lnow something about naphtha 


launches because 1 had been tinkeiing 
around that kiad of machinery for 
years We got o;it the launch and. aft- 
er fussing around for a couple of houis, 
got it v. 01 Unisr. Then the question came 
as to « ho vvere to make up the party. 
Robert Wilcox. who is engaged in busi- 
ness in Colon, offered to go. Uis busi- 
ness is trading with the Indians. He 
knows their jargon like a book. Henry 
M. Shearer, v> ho is in business in Cali, 
Colombia, was a'so of the party. Cap- 
tain Smith of the Orizaba also wanted 
fo join the expedition. Then we took 
along the purser, Mr. Spencer, and he 
took along half a ton of ice and many 
other good things. 


"The first tiling we had to do was to 


go and see the alcalde of the district 
about the trip, because we were told 
that Indians near the end of the canal 
,were very wild. The alcalde told us we 
had better cairy on our launch the 
Anjwican and Engl'sh flags. We rigged 
the American l!ag at the stern and the 
English flag at the bow and at 10 
o'clock one pleasant morning started 
from Colon. 


"I forgot one member of the crew. 


He was a bier Jamaica darky G feet 
o inches. Before we got through the 
journey he was the most valuable of 
the crew. Captain Smith took the 
helm, and Wilcos looked after the en- 
gine, and I kept >a weather eye out. 
Around a small point not far from Co- 
lon there is the mouth of the Chagres 
river, which crosses and recrosses the 
canal 
It was at 10 o'clock on the 


morning of the ISth of April when we 
rounded the point which 1ms been 
made paitly solid ground by hundreds 
of to:!S of good machinery thrown in 
there to make land. Poor old man De 
Losseps ne\cr knew how he was beiag 
fooled. 


"Cocoanut trees in plenty were glow- 


ing out of the soil heaped up on the 
broken machinery, and in plain sight 
was what all the people down there 
call 'De Lesseps' Palace.' I never saw 
snch queer foundation for a palace in 
all my life. There were boilers, hoist- 
ing engines, locomotnes and valuable 
machinery worth hundreds and thou- 
sands of dollars thrown In a heap to 
make a foundation for a house. Im- 
agine a solid structure of v. ood, three 
stories in height, with fifty rooms, and 
so built that the large windows and 
doois could be opened to let the breezes 
blow through; large verandas, and all 
around banana and cocoanut trees, and 
jon ha^e in jour mind the picture 
which we saw. 


"We visited the De Lesseps mansion. 


It was in charge of a keeper, and he 
showed us the large offices, all the sil- 
verware, the books and furniture and 
the household things just as they were 
left nineteen years, ago by the owner. 
The mouth of the Panama canal is 
about half a mile In width, and on 
either shore there is low shrubbery. 
We found a depth of over twenty feet 
of water at th's point On both banks 
could be seen all kinds of derricks and 
tn:'clil"i'ry hing paitly in the water. 


"As we journejed up the river in 


the launch the tropical trees met over- 
head, and It was not long before we 
were in the jungle. Banana planta- 
tions could be seen about a mile apart. 
'J he first Indians we met were friend- 
ly, and they talked to Mr. Wilcox in 
their Spanish-Indian jargon. 


"We came to places in the canal 


where the banks had been washed 
down so that there was only a depth 
of a foot of water. Our Jamaica darky 
would go overboard, put his shouj'^er 
against the stern of the launch ( id 
shove it across the sandbar 200 or fcpo 
feet. Then he came In handy when we 
wanted to go ashore. He would pick 
ns up in h:s arms one after another 
and wade ashore without any appar- 
ent effort. 


"As we went up the river the In- 


dians became more wild. They would 
peer out from the junple and as soon 
ns they saw us would scatter as if we 
•were going to kill them. One strange 
JhJng was that the women never ran.

BARBED WIRE PHONE LINES 


Montana Ranchmen Mnklne a 
Gen- 


eral Use of tte Fence*. 


"They are inaugurating a telephone 


exchange in Fort Benton," said a 
northern Montana man recently to a 
reporter of the Butte Inter Mountain, 
"that trill put the embryo telephone 
companies entirely in the shade. 


"Fort Benton's latest effort is a 


barbed wire telephone communication. 
Being by instinct and association cow- 
people, they resented the genesis of the 
barbed wire, and when it was discov- 
ered that it was one of the evils that 
came with the railroad and threw the 
cowpuncher, the bull train and the riv- 
er fcveamer out oi vhu game, nicy de- 
cided to take a material view of the 
situation, and the result is that they 
are preparing to have a telephone ex- 
change which will take in every ranch 
from the Missouri river north to the 
Canadian line and south to the High- 
.wood mountains. 


"Among the duties of the operator at 


the toll station, which will be situated 
at Benton, will be calling the ranch- 
ers on the various creeks in the morn- 
ing, notifying them when the trains 
are twelve or fourteen hours late and 
giving the sheepmen the latest report 
of the weather bureau, so that they 
may be ready during lambing time for 
the storms which are so destructive in 
that section. 


"Ranches are strung all along the 


line from Benton up Shonkin creek to 
the mountains, and with a short addi- 
tion to the fences, which run continu- 
ously, the line will be carried across 
the Highwood mountains near old 
Jack Connolly's ranch at Eagle Head 
to the thickly populated Highwood dis- 
trict and to the Judith basin.

HEILPRIN'S DISCOVERIES. 


Scientist Says Me-nt IVlee's Height la 


George Kenmn the correspondent 


who climbed, togi-tLor with Professor 
Angelo Heilprin :i-nl George Varian, 
the artist, to the s-immit of Mont Pe- 
lee and looked do>ui into the crater, 
said the other daj to u reporter of the 
New York World o.i their return from 
the islands of Martinique and St. Yin- 
cent: 


'•I have seen the mountain in many 


different ways, from all sides, on many 
days, at all dis'umu's, ami at every 
view I have seen it dale-rent. I would 
cot venture to in.iUe any prophecy 
auout liie future UL me \oleaiio." 


Professor Heilpiin, who also accom- 


panied the Pear} relief expedition in 
1892, ascended after enormous diffi- 
culty to the e"dge of the new crater of 
Pelee. He went so near that he drop 
ped pebbles into tbo vmte hot mass 
beneath. 


"Running north and south," says the 


professor of gcolo-rv and geography. 
''the new crater ib a crevasse expand- 
ing into a bowl. The crevasse' almost 
rifted the mountain. As it runs trans 
versely to the old crater, it m'ght be 
termed a gash. riom it volcanic mat- 
ter has been bursting treely. 


"The spectacle jr.nc a conception of 


what is taking pKicj inside the earth 
Far below there u.is a hipvug of 
steam like a thousand locomotives, in- 
terrupted by violent detonations. The 
output of the crater while we ivere 
there was steam. No molten matter 
flowed over the lip. 


"Observations, with the aneroid ba- 


rometer proved that the height of 
Mont Pelee had not been changed. 
Mont Pelee has erupted no real lava 
There has been no cataclysm, and 
there have 'been* no serious topograph- 
ical changes. I could see clown about 
150 or 200 feet, but no cinder cone was 
visible. I believe, however, that the 
crater is much deeper, and the volca 
no may continue for some time to be 
quietly active. 


"Our ascent accurately located the 


new crevasse. It determined for cer 
tainties other points which have been 
enumerated and that Moat Pelep did 
not blow its head off. While the new 
eruption on Martinique was not of 
immediate menace, volcanic forces 
seem to be on the increase in the Car- 
ibbean region, and their phenomena 
are far from local. The connection 
between Pelee *atid La Soufrk'ro is 
deep seated. There is a long volcanic 
circuit through the Caribbean grit" re- 
gion."

RARE BOOKS FOR MORGAN 


The Grout Conxolldator Makes an 


Addition to 111* Library. 


From the realms of finance J. Pier- 


pout Morgan has turned to books, rare 
books, says the New York Journal. 
Just as he does things completely and 
quickly in his business, he has convert- 
ed bis library by one pui chase into a 
book lovers' marvel. Mr. Morgan has 
bought thirty-two volumes printed by 
Caxtou, three by Rood and several by 
Wynkyu de Worde, "Lettou, Machliuin, 
Pjnsou ami Notary, all early printers 
of England. 


Mr. Moigan's treasure trove was in 


the collection of William Morris, the 
gentle poet of socialism, that made in 
the Kelmscott Press a school of handi- 
craft admirable and useful. Patiently, 
one by one, Mr. Morris collected his in- 
cunabula. 


To pay for them he deprhed himself 


often of clothes, of coal and of food. 
At bis death they passed into the li- 
brary of a Mr. Bennett—almost un- 
known to book lovers here—who was 
not wealthy enough to keep them. Mr. 
Morgan has bought them from him in 
London. 


But while Mr. Morgan's library is 


now extraordinary it is in some re- 
spects surpassed by that of ito'uuit 
Iloe. Mr. Hoe has one bool. printed by 
Ca\ton which Mr. Moigan may not 
buy. 
In exchange for it Mr. Lloe would 


not take the thiity-two O'itons of Mr. 
Morgan's library. They may bo found 
elsewhere. Mr. Hoe's imalurblo Cax 
ton is unique. It is the ''King Arthur" 
that no other library—not e\ en that of 
the British museum—owns. Mr. Mor- 
gan's happiness as a book lover is thus 
imperfect. 


Mr. Hoe also has books of France, 


England and Italy that Mr. Morgan 
envies. But Mr. Hoe has o:il\ se\en 
of the books printed by Caxton Aud 
Mr. Hoe has been at his task of col- 
lecting books patiently, with profound 
learning, for years and years. Mr. Mor- 
gan surpasses him in the department 
of incunabula, or first books printed in 
Europe, almost by accident. 


Mr. Morgan has not time to read 


these books nor the intention ever to 
read them. He has bought reprints of 
them by Haslewood and by the Kelm 
scott Press for the Irrepressible stu- 
dents •who will ask to consult them. 
H6 has already replied to an expert m 
Chinese VESPS who said to him that he 
did not read his books: "No. Do you 
serve soup at your dinners in your 
eggshell, rose back plates?" 


Mr. Morgan intends that hip library 


shall be the most valuable private li- 
brary in the world. In this effort he 
has the aid of his nephew, Junius Mor- 
gan, 
-who quotes title pages and colo- 


phons" of ancient books with amazing 
precision.

" Senator Chauncey M. Depew, recent-

Ohio News Briefs. 


The Supreme court Thursday gave 


out its written report' on Tuesday's 
decisions knocking out county salary 
laws on test cases from Pickaway and 
Holmes counties. 


The syllabus of the decision is in 


part as follows: 


1. County officers are not local offi- 


cers, but are a part of the permanent 
organization of the government of the 
state, and the subject of compensation 
to county officers is not local in its na- 
ture, and an act of the general assem- 
bly upon that subject is a law of a 
general nature which must operate 
uniformly throughout the state. 


2. An act of tae general assembly 


not coming within the exceptions stat- 
ed in the constitution, article 2, section 
26, which is passed to take effect and 
be in force when a majority of the 
voters at an election shall declare in 
favor of a salary law, and if a major- 
ity of the voters do not so declare to 
be wid, is passed to take effect upon 
the approval of authority other than 
the general assembly, and it is there- 
fore unconstitutional and void.
